Reports from one end of the 
linexto the other show that except for a few minor locali- 
ties the great German offensive so far has been a complete 
failure. 


FIGHT CONTINUES FURIOUSLY 


London, July 16, (10:00 A. M.)—The Germans this 


morning continued their attacks against the French line 
in pursuance of their offensive, according to information 
reaching here. The information indicated that the offen- 
sive remains held up, attacks up to this time having been 
everywhere repulsed with heavy losses. Between Reuilly 


j and Dormans the enemy threw six bridges across the 
Marne but at no place succeeded in penetrating over four 
miles into French positions.

AMERICANS RECAPTURE TOWNS. 


London, July 16.—American troops have recaptured 


Foseoy and Crezancy, towns on the squth bank taken by 
the Germans when they crossed the Marne yesterday. 


Bombarding Paris Again. 


Paris, July 16.—Long range bombardment of Paris 


was resumed this morning. 


COUNTER ATTACKING GERMANS. 


Paris, July 16 (11:30 A. M.)—The battle continues vi- 


olently, especially south of the Marne in the Chatillon re- 
gion. Except for one sector south of the Marne there is 
no change in the situation. American and French troops 
are counter attacking magnificently and taking many 
prisoners, according to the war office statement today. 


British Improve Position. 


London, July 16.—In an operation east of Amiens the 


British last night improved their line after sharp fighting 
in the Villers-Bretennoux sector, the war office announ- 
ces. German guns showed activity southwest of Albert.

London, July 16.—(By Associated 


Press Correspondent recently in Ru- 
mania)—The business 
of 
making 


•peace with Germany is not a pleas- 
ant one for the persons who have to 
conduct the negotiations. 
The Ru- 


manian delegates who went 
down 


from Jassy in March at the invitation 
of the Germans found no warm wel- 
come or pleasant hospitality awaiting 
•them at Bucharest. "We were treat- 
ed as less than the dust," said one 
of the delegates in picturesque Ru- 
manian metaphor, on his return to 
Jassy. 


These were merely the prelimin- 


ary and informal negotiations. The 
formal parleys 'did not begin until 
some days later. 
The 
delegation 


which-undertook these preliminary 
conversations was 
headed 
by M. 


Papiniu, former Rumania Minister at 
Constantinople, and his associates in- 
cluded representatives or the prin- 
cipal political parties. 
' Although they had come to Buch- 
arest at the personal invitation of 
the 
German 
Commander-ln-Chief, 


Field Marshal von iaackensen could 
give them ouly five minutes of his 
time. He kept them standing and 
treated them with deliberate coldness 
His attitude was summed up by his 
declaration: "You ought to be glad 
that we are prepared to discuss peace 
with you at all, instead of merely im- 
posing it upon you. We extend, you 
this favor only out of consideration

speech full of bragaocclo, said that 
his army was fully prepared for bus- 
iness, and that unless an Immediate 
understanding was reached he would 
begin "a terrible offensive." On the 
other hand, if Rumania yielded, he 
promised that his troops would be 
withdrawn and sent to another front. 


Ho inquired specifically as to the 


whereabouts of tho French, British 
and American Missions to Rumania, 
and it appeared to the delegates that 
he hoped to be able to somehow to 
bag these missions and make them 
prisoners.

We understand that the 
Cement Company have drilled a well 
at their plant that has struck artes- 
ian water, this might indicate the 
same course of supply and would of 
course affect the springs. 
It is our 


opinion tha the flow of the springs 
will continue to vary. 


Our investigations of the turbines 


show the north turbine to be operat- 
ing under, a total head of 65 feet 
and the south turbine under a total 
head of 66 feet. There is available a 
total head of 70 feet: The loss In each 
case is due to inabiliy to develop full 
vaccuum in the draft tubes on ac- 
count of poorly packed sufflng boxes. 
In the case of the north turbine this 
represents a power loss of 7% and 
fo rtbe south turbine 6%.-ThiE is eas- 
ily recognized by the extreme milky 
appearance of the water in the tail 
race, showing the presence of a large 
amount of air. The development of 
the power now being lost can be ac- 
complished by careful packing of the 
stuffing boxes and a careful cleaning 
end widening of the tail race. The 
addition of 6% more power will be 
a material help but will not solve the 
difficulty;

We have known of instances where 


"tho water consumption has 'been re- 
duced from 30 to 50% by placing all 
consumers on meters ana keeping the 
meters in operation. And in all cases 
the installation of meters has in- 
creased .the revenue o£ the city from 
the sale o£ water. It Is our opinion 
that the City can reduce its consump- 
tion at least 20% by the installation 
and keeping in proper 
repair of 


meters on all consumers, and at the 
same time receive additional revenue. 


We do not know the exact layout 


of the mains In he City of Ada but 
we feel sure that a very satisfactory 
arrangement could toe worked out 
•which would materially aid if not 
solve your water problem at a rela- 
tively small expense. Our suggestion 
is to use the small elevated tank and 
connect, thereto the necessary mains 
for furnishing industries with water 
from the reservoir east of the -City. 
The water from the reservoir, while 
not fit for domestic consumption, is 
1'ar more desirable 
for 
industrial 


uses than the Byrd's Mill water. By 
the furnishing of industries with wa- 
ter from the reservoir we estimate 
that the amount of water required 
from Byrd's Mill would be reduced 
by 300,000 G. P. D. or more. 


In order to increase the supply 


'from Byrd's Mill through the present 
pipe line and furnish adequate pres- 
sure for domestic uses and flre pro- 
tection we recommend the City con- 
struct at a convenient location near 
the City of Ada a receiving basin and 
electrical pumping unit booster sta- 
tion with a capacity of 1,000 G. P. M. 
against a total head of 250 feet. 


The 'booster station should consist 


of a two stage horizontal centrifugal 
pump direct connected on the same 


' 'base to the necessary motor. Same 


would be connected to the necessary 
pole line and would require a small 
switchboard with the necessary elec- 
trical equipment for operating same. 
The station would be a compact unit 
and it would be comparatively easy 
to move or 
change the 
location 


should this ever become necessary. 


For the present we thought that 


the pump suction could be connected 
to tho Byrd's Mill pipe line and by 
the use of .the necessary valves the 
discharge could be connected to the 
same line and discharge into' the 
mains and elevated tank, 
thereby 


making it necessary to operate this 
pump only a portion of the day to 
fill the tank and during the remaind- 
er of the day the connections could 
be changed so that the Byrd's -Mill 
Pumps would be direct connected to 


'the City during which time, the City 
\vould draw its surplus from the tank 
uutil same became low and it was 
again necessary to start the booster 
pump, -but our calculations show that 
it would be impossible to supply 
through the present Pipe line to the 
suction of the booster pump the 1,- 
000 G.'P. M, necessary by means of 
the present equipment at Byrd's Mill 
Springs. The present equipment and 
pipe line will supply more than one 
million gallon per day, but it would 
be necessary to operate a pump of 
this capacity continuously, therefore 
we think at least'a 1,500,000 G. P. D. 
pump should tie used. To use a pump 
of this size will require a receiving 
reservoir at the booster station. The 
Byrd's Mill pipe line would discharge 
in this reservoir. The suction of the 
booster pump would be connected 
thereto and the standpipe could -be 
filled therefrom from time to time 
as necessary. We would recommend a 
concrete line earthen reservoir of ap- 
•proximately 500,000 gallons. 


Our estimate of cost of this instal- 


lation complete is as follows: 


Booster Station including pump, 


motor, suction and discharge piping 
valves, switchboard and wiring, $5,- 
000.00. 


.500,000 gallon concrete line earth- 


en reservoir, $5,000.00. 


Total, $10,000. 
This'station could be located along 


the highway some half mile south of 
the brick plant. Some arrangement 
could possibly be made for electric 
current from the power company in 
connection, with the power now toeing 
purchased at the city reservoir. It 
would cost at l%c per K. W. approx- 
imately 1 2-3 cents per 1000 gallons 
for current to operate 
the pump 


•which at the rate of 1,000,000 G. P. 
D. would 'be $16.67 per day or ap- 
proximately $500.00 per month. 


In conclusion, we wish to state 


that the City of Ada has outgrown its 
water system, and while the recom- 
mendations as outlined will aid the 
situation for the present, yelt we 
realize the ultimate solution of your 
water problem will require the ex- 
penditure of a large amount of mon- 
ey as the whole system of mains in 
the City are inadequate-for supply- 
ing even domestic use'tJad give the 
very poorest of fire protection. /The 
main are laid too shallow and" the 
freezing,of same occurred last winter. 
The Byrd's Mill Pipe line is far too 
small and the turbines and pumps 
are seriously overloaded.
